Graves, 47, who was the 
featured speaker at a 
seminar sponsored’ by 
Bell Laboratories, said: 
“We have the power to 
make America work for all 
its citizens. It isa respon- 
sibility we must accept.” 

Graves worked in the 
1960's as an*“assistant to 
the late Sen. Robert F. 
Kennedy, before estab- 
lishing Black Enterprise, 
which now has a circula- 
tion of 230,000, and an 
estimated readership of 
more than one million. 

He told a large crowd, 
including some local 
lawmakers, that blacks 
face a tragic spectacle of 
history repeating itself. 
“We.face the unthinkable 
possibility of seeing all 
the gains black Ameri- 
cans have made in the last 
twenty years destroyed.” 

Graves cited the wide 
gap between blacks and 
whites’ median incomes, 
being $21,094 for whites 
and $12,674 for blacks, as 
a major example of eco- 
‘nomic injustice. 

The current total 
income génerated by 
black Americans is esti- 
mated at $157 billion a 


year, and that is expected 
to grow to more than 
$225- billion by 1985, 
Graves noted. 

Graves called on blacks 
to use their votes as a tool 
against conservative for- 
ces that do not support 
economic justice. He said 
strong measures are 
needed to reduce other 
instances of “economic 
injustice’, such as the 
high unemployment 
among young blacks. 

He said, “Unless there 
are some dramatic im- 
provements in unem- 
ployment among young 
black Americans, Amer- 
ica will face the grim 
prospect of witnessing 
the total destruction of 
the family ynit.” 

Graves said blacks and 
other groups must come 
together to oppose the 
Reagan administration's 
cut in educational assist- 
ance programs. 

“Too many young 
Americans will be denied 
the opportunity of higher 
‘education, if we do-not 
band together and begin 
to reverse this devastat- 
ing federal poticy,' 
Graves further noted. 


“In the last decade, col- 
lege enroliments among 
young blacks rose from 
15 to 28 percent. But this 
very important measure 
of achievement.-is in 
serious danger. The fea- 
eral. government's dis- 
mantling of its loan pro- 
grams to college students 
threatens the future of 
one of this nation's most 
valuable assets -- the 
black college.” 

Graves said the myth 
among corporate execu- 
tives that doing business 
with black-owned com- 
panies is “meeting with 
some sort of social secur- 
ity, something like giving 
to the United Way,” 
should be abolished. 

He called on corpora- 
tions to dismiss, such a 
myth and start doing bus- 
iness with minority- 
owned companies.

Blacks, Bigotry And Bankruptcy -

Bankruptcy bothers both black and white 
businesses. Some businesses bite the dust 
more than others. Credit granting giants like 
Sears, Roebuck & Co. too often get Caught in 
the middle. Many individuals have signed off 
sheepskin coats and carsin bankruptcy court, 
while holding down.a job. —— 

Bankruptcies are now so easy to come by 
that “nearly 40% of those who bail out*¢ould 
have paid off their bills in five years. Seventy- 
two percent of mates filing for bankruptcy 
hold full-time jobs, 41% of the women hold 
full-time jobs," according to a Purdue Univer- 
sity study. Some say, including Sears, this has 
resulted from faults in the 1978 Bankruptcy 
Reform Act. An Act they wish to change. When 
you start to lose money, you usually figure it’s 
time for a change and Sears lost $51.9 millian 
last year because of personal bankruptcies. 

But the question of how people are getting 
over extended is excused too often by opulent

lenders. Without exception, the National Coa- 
lition for Bankruptcy Reform “a consumer 
credit industry united effort” is made‘up of 
‘industries. who -have not provided adequate 
\professional advancement goals for black 
Americans and other minorities without fed- 
eral law suit charges against them.

Death Of The Fourth Amendment

The Fourth Amendment of the constitution 
asserts, “The right of the people to be secure 
in their persons, houses, papers, and effects,

This statement, made 
by a juvenile delinquent, 
‘is typical of most of the 
youth committed to 
Ohio's institutions for 
juvenile delinquents. 

For so many of these 
youth, being in an institu- 
tion is far better than liv- 
ing at home. At least they 
have the security of know- 
ing that they will be fed 
three meals a day; they 
will sleepin a bed at night; 
and there will always be 
someone to listen when 
they talk. 

In an interview with The 
Call & Post, Anthony Wil- 
liams, 17, and |William 
Dickerson, 19, discussed 
how it feels to be a “child 
of the state.'’ Both are 
institutionalized at The 
Training Institution Cen- 
tral Ohio, 2130 W. Broad 
St. 

TICO is one of the 
state’s two maximum 
secure facilities for juve- 
nile delinquents. Most of 
the boys assigned to 
TICO have committed 
serious offenses and are 
cofsidered high security 
risks. There are presently 
219 boys at the insti- 
tution. 

Anthony was arrested 
last year for aggravated 
burglary. He said he came 
from a good home but 
when his parents talked to 
him he didn't listen.

“I didn't listen to any- 
body. | only wanted to be 
a part of the gang. | didn't 
have any respect for other 
people nor their prop- 
erty,’ he said.

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Set Aside Foes Failed 
To Realize its impact

The Ohio Contractors Associatin (OCA) which 
filed a suit in federal court challenging the cnstitu- 
tionality of a state law that allows Minority Con- 

‘ tractors to bid on state contracts, a law they did not 
oppose, is now claiming this law to be “the most 
devastating legislative problem confronting us 
today.” 

An article appearing in a recent issue of OCA’s 
house organ under the title of "A Message From 
The President,” states that “when OCA agreed not 
to testify against H.B. 584 in committee, I'm sure 
we did not realize the tremendous impact this bill 
would have on our industry.” 

In its suit filed in the U.S. District Court in April, 
OCA stated that it represented 800 white contrac- 
tors and that the Set Aside law allowing Minority 

~Contractors to bid on state contracts “discrimi- 
nates against white contractors.” 

OCA's publication said under the Set Aside taw, 
“five percent in total volume.of all contracts let py 
the, state, “and dictates that seven percent of all 
work on other contracts must be sublet to a minor- 
ity contractor.” ‘ 

It further estimated that “five percent of all high- 
way contracts in Ohio in 1982 will amount to $20 
mittion. Seven percent of ali work in 1982, will be 
$28.million. So, it’s apparent that with such large 
dollar dmounts being set aside, contracts must be 
put in those categories that require either large 
capital expenditures or many hours of in-house 
engineering.” - 

The article, published under the byline of a 
Richard H. McClelland, then goes on to explain 
why OCA agreed not to testify against 584 in 
committee. “OCA was aware of the bill and its 
progress through the legislature, however, at that 
time all our efforts were being channeled toward 
the gas tax bill, which was then being heard in 
committee and was about to be brought to the 

floor for final vote. The association agreed then 
notto testify against 584 in committee, but to voice 
opposition to bill through. lobbying efforts.”

“Me--Gibbs' death is-a- 
tremendous loss to the 
school system, the City of 
Columbus and to the 
State of Ohio,” said the 
current principal of East, 
Edward Willis. “He was 
one of the great people in 
our city, not only was he 
concerned about stu- 
dents and young people, 
but he was concerned 
about the quality of life in 
this:city.” 

Gibbs became well- 
known for his frequent 
trips to college campuses 
and testing centers with 
potential college stu- 
dents. His work, which he 
did at his own expense, 
often resulted in’ scholar- 
ships for the students. 

An amateur football 
coach on the West Side, 
Gibbs participated in 
numerous such activities 
during his life. He revived 
the Golden Gloves ama- 
teur boxing in Columbus, 

' strongly supported youth 
organizations, and at the 
time of bis death was 
encouraging the city to 
build.a20,000-seat indoor 
sports arena. 


One of Gibbs’ greatest _ 


achievements, which 
often went unnoticed by 
and reported to any but 
the few, was his remarka- 
ble ability to persuade 
influential businessmen 
and civic leaders in allo- 
cating money to the black 
community, to hire blacks 
in executive positions, 
promote blacks to direc- 

~torships and open greater 
economic opportunities 
to blacks. 

“Jack was always one 
to give applause, but he 
rarely was one to seek it,” 
Lynch said. “If Jack was 
able to help someone in 
order that they might help 
someone else, he was 
satisfied.” ° 

Gibbs moved with his. 
family to Columbus from 
Harland, Ky., in 1941 


over 10 years. He was a 


dedicated volunteer. With 


Jack's humility, he never 
accepted any rewards, 
always did his best with- 
out asking to be recog- 
nized.
